Preface 


The  relationship  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  to  local  health 
departments  is  primarily  one  of  financial  aid,  not  of  responsibility  for 
performance  of  service.  Especially  pertinent  to  carrying  out  the  functions 
of  a  supporting  agency  is  knowledge  of  the  kind  of  facilities  and  services 
and  the  number  of  personnel  of  selected  types  that  communities  with  dif- 
ferent characteristics  have  for  meeting  their  particular  health  problems. 
Evaluation  of  the  adequacy  of  designated  health  staffs,  facilities,  and 
services  within  the  several  jurisdictions  is  necessary  to  the  shaping  of  a 
national  program  for  promotion  of  public  health  service,  and  such  evalua- 
tion is  possible  only  if  the  current  distribution  is  known.  Reports  sub- 
mitted to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  in  the  early  years  of  th?  grant- 
in-aid  programs  did  not  provide  this  type  of  information.  Rather,  the  re- 
ports prepared  quarterly  by  local  health  departments  were  detailed  counts 
of  nursing  visits,  sanitary  inspections,  immimizations,  physical  examina- 
tions, and  the  like — information  that  is  vitally  important  to  local  and, 
possibly  State  health  administrators,  but  which  is  not  best  suited  to  the 
needs  of  the  Federal  agency  in  the  discharge  of  its  grant-in-aid  functions. 

As  a  result  of  these  determinations,  requirement  of  the  quarterly 
tabulation  of  health  department  activities  was  discontinued  several  years 
ago  and  an  annual  report,  of  inventory  character,  was  substituted.  This 
inventory  contains  information  regarding  the  number  and  kind  of  personnel 
employed,  the  number  of  clinics  of  various  kinds  operating  within  the  area, 
the  availability  of  hospital  services,  and  of  other  designated  types  of 
essential  health  services.  This  report  was  placed  in  general  use  in  1946. 
That  first  year  it  was  completed  by  all  but  two  States. 

The  tables  assembled  herewith  represent  a  compilation  of  information 
submitted  through  this  new  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1946. 
They  have  been  prepared  for  limited  distribution.  In  addition  to  providing 
needed  information,  they  demonstrate  the  kind  of  analysis  to  which  the  in- 
formation reported  lends  itself.  Only  full-time  health  organizations, 
participating  in  cooperative  programs  with  their  State  health  departments, 
prepared  the  report.  Stated  otherwise,  the  coverage  includes  only  health 
jurisdictions  administered  by  a  full-time  health  officer  and  receiving  some 
form  of  grant-in-aid  from  the  State  health  department,  irrespective  of 
whether  such  assistance  originated  from  State  or  Federal  sources.  Those 
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organizations  with  the  position  of  health  officer  temporarily  vacant  have 
been  included.  Full-time  health  organizations  reporting  include  single- 
county  health  departments,  city-county  health  departments,  city  health  de- 
partments, local  health  districts,  and  State  health  districts. 

Reporting  were  1,064  health  jurisdictions,  representing  1,791  counties 
out  of  a  total  of  3,070  counties  for  the  nation.  The  population  of  the 
reporting  areas,  by  local  estimate,  was  99,401,690  or  74  percent  of  the 
total  population  base  of  134,280,631  as  estimated  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Census  for  the  year  1945,  exclusive  of  armed  forces  overseas  and  adjusted 
wherever  the  local  health  unit  estimate  was  greater  than  that  of  the  Census 
Bureau.  The  1,279  counties  with  combined  population  of  34,878,941  on  which 
reports  were  not  received,  are  distributed  throughout  32  States. 

This  pajnphlet  summarizes  the  reported  information  in  11  tables,  be- 
ing divided  into  four  parts,  namely:  (1)  personnel,  (2)  adequacy  of  per- 
sonnel, (3)  clinics,  and  (4)  other  facilities  and  services.  Each  part  Is 
preceded  by  explanatory  text  to  bring  into  the  foreground  the  outstanding 
features  reflected  by  the  tables.  Included  in  some  of  the  parts  are  varia- 
tions to  bring  out  essential  detail  and  useful  information.  The  tables 
indicate  the  sum  total  of  selected  public  health  resources  in  full-time 
local  health  jurisdictions  which  receive  grants-in-aid.  Populations  in- 
volved are  given  in  all  Instances. 

Because  of  organizational  differences  characteristic  of  the  several 
categories  of  health  resources,  some  of  the  tables  cover  only  official 
health  agencies,  others  include  combined  data  for  official  health  agencies 
and  other  official  agencies,  and  still  others  are  composed  of  combined  data 
for  (1)  official  health  agencies,  (2)  other  official  agencies,  and  (3) 
voluntary  agencies.  The  title  of  each  table  indicates  the  group  to  which 
the  data  apply. 

The  clinics  and  services  herein  contained  are  only  those  that  furnish 
health  services  to  the  public  on  a  free  or  part-pay  basis. 

The  statistical  treatment  of  the  data  submitted  is  intended  to  out- 
line the  scope  and  voltime  of  public  health  service  in  local  health  juris- 
dictions. It  may  assist  in  program  planning,  by  reason  of  showing  defi- 
ciencies and  the  requirements  for  more  adequate  service.  It  provides  es- 
sential data  in  clear  form  for  the  measurement  of  the  limit  of  public 
health  services  under  present  circumstances  and  conditions.  It  further 
permits  a  State-by-State~ and  area  comparison  of  public  health  resources. 

Additional  types  of  comparative  analysis  may  be  made  with  the  infor- 
mation contained  in  the  tables,  such  as:  one  section  of  the  country  as  to 
another,  city  health  departments  as  against  county  health  departments, 
urban  areas  versus  rural  areas,  a  comparison  of  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service 
Districts,  and  so  forth.  It  is  anticipated  that  such  additional  tables 
will  be  included  in  future  publication  of  local  public  health  data. 
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FULL-TIME  PERSONNEL  ENGAGED  W  OFFICIAL  HEALTH  WORK  OF  FULL-TIME  LOCAL 
HEALTH  JURISDICTIONS  RECEIVING  FEDERAL-STATE  FINANCIAL  AID 

Table  1  is  a  summation  by  State,  showing  the  number  of  full-time  local 
public  health  personnel  of  each  class.  This  table  includes  only  full-time 
personnel  of  official  health  organizations  under  the  direction  of  full-time 
health  officers  and  health  personnel  of  other  official  local  agencies. 

By  way  of  clarity,  the  following  classes  of  health  personnel  in  areas 
covered  by  the  reports  are  not  included  in  this  compilation: 

Health  personnel  of  voluntary  organizations 
Health  personnel  of  industry 
Personnel  of  hospitals  and  institutions 
Nutritionists  in  general  home  economics  or  in 

institutional  administration 
personnel  engaged  in  public  utilities  service 

of  a  public  health  nature. 

The  range  in  State  population  covered  by  reports  received  from  the  46 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  was  from  12.5  percent  to  100  percent. 
Twelve  of  the  States  reporting  were  100  percent  covered  by  reports.  The 
population  covered  by  reports  was  99,401,690  or  74  percent  of  the  adjusted 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Census  estimated  population  for  1945,  exclusive  of  armed 
forces  overseas.  The  median  among  the  States  for  population  covered  by  re- 
ports was  81.5  percent.  Population  covered  by  the  reports  represented  ap- 
proximately 90  percent  of  the  population  residing  in  all  areas  served  by 
full-time  local  health  organizations. 

The  total  number  of  full-time  personnel  reported  was  29,881,  which  was 
divided  by  class  as  follows:

Source  data  not  included  in  the  table  reveal  that  85.5  percent  of  the 
total  count  are  employed  by  health  departments  and  only  14.5  percent  by 
other  tax-supported  agencies  engaging  in  some  form  of  public  health  acitvity. 

In  28  States  there  are  no  nutritionists  in  local  organizations,  22 
States  are  without  a  local  public  health  dentist,  and  16  States  do  not  have 
a  health  educator  at  the  local  level. 

The  report  on  adequacy  of  local  public  health  personnel  contained  in 
tables  3  to  8  inclusive  portrays  in  greater  detail,  by  locale,  the  suffi- 
ciency and  the  shortage  of  the  first  four  classes  given  above.

FULL-TIME  PERSONNEL  EMPLOYED  BY  FULL-TIME 
LOCAL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENTS  OF  DESIGNATED 
TYPES  COVERED  BY  REPORTS 


Table  2  depicts  the  various  classes  of  full-time  personnel  according 
to  the  type  of  health  organization  in  which  they  are  employed.  The  table 
pertains  only  to  full-time  personnel  of  official  local  health  agencies,  it 
does  not  include  personnel  of  other  official  agencies  which  perform  public 
health  functions  as  a  part  of  their  official  duties.  This  accounts  for  the 
lesser  number  of  total  public  health  workers  than  indicated  in  table  l--re- 
port  by  classification  of  official  local  health  department  personnel  and 
health  personnel  of  other  official  agencies. 

This  distribution  shows  that  more  than  50  percent  of  the  total  number 
of  local  health  department  personnel  are  employed  by  city  health  depart- 
ments. This  does  not,  however,  hold  true  of  each  of  the  individual  classes 
of  personnel.  Public  health  physicians  were  about  evenly  distributed  pro- 
portional to  population,  but  for  7  million  less  people  there  were  more  than 
twice  as  many  dentists  in  city  organizations  as  in  the  county  group.  Like- 
wise, city  organizations  were  better  fortified  with  public  health  nurses 
with  47.4  percent  of  the  total  number  of  nurses  for  the  three  groups  as 
compared  with  38  percent  of  the  population,  in  all  other  classes  of  per- 
sonnel the  city  organizations  were  much  better  staffed  than  county  organi- 
zations except  in  the  case  of  graduate  engineers. 
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ADEQUACY  OF  FULL-TIME  BASIC  PERSONNEL  FOR  MINIMUM  STANDARD 
OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE  IN  COUNTIES  AND  CITIES 
HAVING  FULL-TIME  LOCAL  HEALTH  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  adequacy  of  basic  personnel  for  rendering  elementary  public  health 
service  is  here  portrayed  by  six  tables.  The  minimum  requirements  for 
basic  health  personnel  recommended  by  the  Subcommittee  on  Local  Health 
units  of  the  Committee  on  Administrative  practice  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  are: 

1  public  health  physician  for  each  50,000  persons 

(or  for  each  local  health  jurisdiction) 
1  public  health  nurse  for  each  5,000  persons 
1  sanitarian,  or  sanitary  engineer,  for  each  25,000 
persons 

1  clerk  for  each  15,000  persons. 

In  five  of  the  tables  the  population  of  the  reporting  areas  is  divided 
into  three  groups  representing  several  degrees  of  adequacy  of  existing  per- 
sonnel, namely:  (1)  areas  having  personnel  to  meet  the  recommended  minimum 
standard,  (2)  areas  having  some  personnel  but  less  than  the  recommended 
minimum  standard,  and  (3)  areas  without  personnel. 

These  tables  include  personnel  of  official  health  agencies  and  per- 
sonnel of  other  official  agencies  performing  public  health  work.  Personnel 
of  voluntary  agencies  are  not  included  in  these  computations. 

Table  3  is  a  summary  of  tables  4  to  8  and  indicates  the  total  number 
of  people  residing  in  areas  having  sufficient  personnel  in  all  four  basic 
classes  to  meet  minimum  requirements.  There  are  given  also,  population 
figures  for  areas  falling  within  the  three  designated  gradations  of  ade- 
quacy, when  each  class  of  basic  personnel  is  considered  separately.  This 
summary  reveals  that  only  3.4  percent  of  the  population  covered  by  these 
reports  are  now  served  by  health  staffs  of  numerical  strength  sufficient  to 
meet  at  least  minimum  standards,  in  this  connection,  an  insufficiency  of 
personnel  in  any  one  of  the  four  basic  classes  eliminated  a  unit  from  this 
category  even  though  there  was  a  sufficient  number  of  other  classes  to  meet 
minimum  requirements.  The  personnel  adequacy  throughout  the  six  tables  was 
computed  on  a  unlt-by-unit  basis--not  on  State  totals.  The  advantage  of 
this  method  is  that  each  local  area  was  considered  as  an  entity  and  areas 
having  more  than  minimum  personnel  did  not  compensate  for  deficient  areas. 

As  stated  in  the  remarks  on  table  l,  report  coverage  represents  ap- 
proximately 90  percent  of  the  total  population  served  by  organized  full- 
time  local  health  units.  Therefore,  the  situation  in  the  reported  areas 
may  be  considered  representative  of  the  entire  group  oi  full-time  local 
health  jurisdictions. 

Table  4  shows  total  and  reported  populations  by  State,  the  number  of 
counties  and  cities  with  independent  health  departments  covered  by  reports, 
and  areas  with  health  staffs  meeting  the  minimum  standard  with  respect  to 
the  number  of  basic  public  health  personnel.  Only  47  counties  out  of  1,791, 
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and  17  cities  out  of  190  with  independent  health  departments  came  up  to  the 
recommended  minimum  standard  for  all  classes  of  basic  personnel.  Twenty- 
six  States  did  not  have  a  local  health  unit  in  this  category.  From  stand- 
point of  units  served,  the  State  of  New  York  was  highest,  with  17  units 
serving  9.5  percent  of  the  State  population;  Florida  was  next,  with  7  units 
serving  3.6  percent  of  its  population;  California  next  with  6  units  serving 
3.9  percent  of  its  population;  and  Illinois  followed  with  5  units  serving 
2.2  percent  of  the  State  population.  Thus,  35  local  health  units  in  this 
class,  representing  over  50  percent  of  such  qualified  units,  were  located 
in  only  4  States. 

in  tables  5  to  8,  each  class  of  basic  personnel--physician ,  nurse, 
sanitarian,  and  clerk--has  received  separate  treatment  to  show  the  degree 
of  adequacy  of  each  kind  of  worker  for  performance  of  public  health  service 
in  counties  and  in  cities  with  independent  health  departments.  Even  when 
each  class  of  basic  personnel  is  considered  separately--not  as  a  part  of  a 
unified  staff--less  than  two-fifths  of  the  reported  population  reside  in 
areas  having  enough  full-time  public  health  physicians  to  meet  minimum  re- 
quirements; only  11  percent  have  sufficient  nurses;  63  percent,  enough 
sanitarians;  and  51  percent,  enough  clerks,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  15 
percent  of  the  population  regarding  which  information  is  available,  is 
served  by  health  departments  which  do  not  have  a  single  full-time  public 
health  physician. 

These  tables  on  personnel  adequacy  specifically  reflect  the  lack  of 
trained  basic  personnel  to  perform  the  required  volume  of  public  health 
service  throughout  the  country.  Because  of  this  dearth  of  basic  health 
personnel,  a  large  portion  of  the  population  now  theoretically  served  by 
full-time  health  departments  actually  has  only  skeleton  organizations.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  CLINICS  HELD  REGULARLY  IN 
LOCAL  HEALTH  JURISDICTIONS  RECEIVING 
FEDERAL- STATE  FINANCIAL  AID 

Tables  9  and  10  summarize  by  State  the  numoer  of  clinic  centers  of 
designated  types,  and  the  population  of  the  local  health  jurisdictions  in 
which  they  are  located. 

The  clinic  count  includes  those  operated  by  official  health  agencies, 
other  official  agencies,  and  voluntary  agencies.  Tuberculosis  diagnostic, 
medical  maternity,  medical  well-child,  and  pediatric  clinics  are  restricted 
to  those  held  at  least  monthly;  venereal  disease  clinics  reported  are  held 
at  least  weekly. 

in  table  9  the  total  population  of  each  State  and  the  population  cov- 
ered by  the  reports  are  given  as  background  information  for  both  tables  of 
this  section.  Thus,  in  this  instance,  it  is  possible  to  see  how  nearly  the 
clinics  of  various  kinds  reach  all  the  people  covered  by  the  reports. 

Table  9  embraces  clinics  which  primarily  serve  the  population  within 
the  particular  local  health  jurisdiction,  in  table  10  are  recorded  clinics 
which  are  apt  to  afford  service  not  only  to  those  within  the  particular 
local  health  jurisdiction  in  which  the  clinics  are  located,  but  also  to  ad- 
ditional population  outside  of  the  local  health  jurisdiction  reporting,  in 
both  tables  the  population  given  is  that  of  the  local  health  jurisdictions 
in  which  the  particular  type  of  clinic  is  located.  Thus  in  table  10,  when 
considering  the  number  of  people  served  by  a  certain  type  of  clinic,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  coverage  is  probably  greater  than  the  population 
given  in  the  table  indicates,  just  how  far  beyond  the  geographical  bound- 
aries of  the  health  jurisdiction  in  which  it  is  located  the  service  of  any 
one  type  of  clinic  extends,  is  not  di s^'ornible  from  the  reports  submitted. 

Well-child  clinics  under  medical  direction  exceeded  in  number  all 
other  types  of  clinics,  there  being  a  total  of  3,481  such  clinics  in  the 
reported  local  areas.  Venereal  disease  clinics  were  next  numerous,  with 
2,440  clinics  held  at  least  weekly.  There  was,  however,  a  greater  aggre- 
gate population  in  the  areas  with  venereal  disease  clinics  than  in  those 
areas  with  well-child  clinics.  Venereal  disease  clinics  were  located  in 
areas  having  a  population  of  79,245,212  or  80  percent  of  the  population 
covered  by  reports,  whereas  well-child  clinics  were  in  jurisdictions  with  a 
total  population  of  72,695,732,  or  73  percent  of  the  reported  population. 
Next  in  order  were  tuberculosis  diagnostic  clinics  available  to  69  percent 
of  the  population  covered  by  reports.  Medical  maternity  clinics  followed 
closely,  with  66  percent  represented  by  their  distribution. 
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Each  type  of  clinic  in  these  two  tables  is  subject  to  analysis  and 
comparison  to  reveal  additional  information.  For  instance,  it  may  be  deter- 
mined from  table  9  that  where  a  State  is  100  percent  covered  by  reports, 
the  relative  State  standing  for  tuberculosis  diagnostic  clinics  located 
within  local  health  jurisdictions  appears  as  follows:

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SELECTED  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES  AVAILABLE  ON  A  FREE  OR 
PART-PAY  BASIS  IN  LOCAL  HEALTH  JURISDICTIONS 

Table  11  shows  by  State  the  availability  of  selected  facilities  and 
services  in  local  health  jurisdictions,  it  encompasses  services  operated 
by  (1)  official  health  agencies,  (2)  other  official  agencies,  and  (3)  volun- 
tary agencies,  it  does  not  show  the  number  of  such  services,  but  that  the 
service  is  or  is  not  available  within  a  jurisdiction  on  a  free  or  part-pay 
basis. 

A  variety  of  nine  health  services  is  contained  in  the  table,  and  ^shows 
the  population  of  areas  with  service  as  well  as  of  those  without  service 
and  the  number  of  local  health  jurisdictions  involved. 

A  local  health  jurisdiction  may  be  a  single  county,  a  city  with  an 
independent  health  department,  a  local  health  district,  or  a  State  health 
district. 

The  table  indicates  that  immunizations  rank  first  in  point  of  coverage 
among  the  various  services  furnished,  being  almost  universally  performed  in 
the  reporting  jurisdictions,  with  99.7  percent  of  the  reported  population 
having  this  service  available.  Facilities  for  chest  X-ray  or  photofluro- 
graph  are  also  widely  established,  furnishing  service  to  jurisdictions  rep- 
resenting 93.3  percent  of  the  reported  population.  The  following  rearrange- 
ment of  the  summary  totals  in  the  table  shows  the  availability  of  the  nine 
selected  services  in  the  order  of  frequency  of  number  of  jurisdictions  with 
service :

The  information  in  the  table  readily  lends  itself  to  additional  analy- 
sis such  as  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  jurisdictions  in  different  geo- 
graphic regions  with  and  without  a  particular  service  and  the  population 
involved. 
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
